NEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATICS 
(Chapter 6, National Bank Notes (continued) 


Second Charter Period 

The second charter period from July 12, 1882, to Apr. 11, 1902, resulted in three new types 
of National Bank Notes. First, the Brown Backs were placed in circulation by old banks re- 
chartered in 1882, and by new banks chartered during this period. They were issued until 
1908, when the Aldrich-Vreeland Act resulted in a new series with the words "or other secur- 
ities" added on the front, and the backs were changed to show large dates 1882-1908 instead 
of the large charter numbers, and color was changed to green. The third series had the de- 
nomination spelled out on the back in large letters. These are the scarcest of the three 
issues. Only 12 to 14 of the N.H. Banks could have issued the 3rd series, whereas about 25 
could have issued 2nd series. The face of the $5 notes had a distinctly new design featur- 
ing a portrait of President James A. Garfield who had been assassinated the previous year 
during his first year in office. Our inside cover shows this type issued by the National 
Bank of Lakeport, N.H., charter //4740. The N below the 0 of the charter number and at lower 
right of the portrait stands for New England region. For about 25 years, 1901-1925, letters 
were printed with the charter numbers to help in sorting notes for redemption. Other letters 
used were E for Eastern Region, M for Middle States, P for Pacific Region, S for Southern 
Region, and W for Western Region. A collector might try for a note with letter and one 
without letter for each bank in his region, or even try for one from each of the 6 regions. 

The $10 and higher denomination notes used practically the same front designs for Second 
Charter notes that were used for First Charter notes. The $10 brown back reverse shown on 
inside cover was issued by the Indian Head National Bank, Nashua, N.H. //1310. The brown 
backs were similar for each denomination, although the $5 note has denomination spelled 
^out above state seal and above eagle, while other denominations used figures both above 
^ and below. Also the printing above and below charter numbers is in curved lines on the 
$5 note instead of the straight lines used on higher denominations. 

The $20 note of Mechanics National Bank, Concord, N.H., has the brown back. With a 1900 
date it must have been one of the last to be issued without regional letter N. The $10 
Citizens National Bank, Keene, N.H., has the regional letter N even though dated 1895. The 
letter is above the charter number 2299 instead of below, as on the $5. This note is of 
the second series with "or other securities" below United States so it must have been Issued 
after 1908. It has the reverse with 1882-1908 with Fessenden at left (1864 Secretary of the 
Treasury) and seated figure representing Mechanics at the right. The $5 reverse has Wash- 
ington at left and U.S. Capitol at right. The $20 has the eagle vignette from the right 
of the brown back at the left and the eagle vignette from First Charter notes at the right. 
The $50 has a U.S. Coat of Arms type eagle at both left and right. The $100 has different 
eagle vignettes at left and right. The same type obverses and same reverse vignettes were 
used on the third series all of which are rare. These were not issued until 1916, and by 
then many banks were in their 3rd charter period and Issued a different series of notes. 

The Aldrich-Vreeland act had expired and banks were again required to use only U.S. Bonds 
for security on their notes. The words "Or other Securities" were supposed to be removed 
from all plates used after July 30, 1916, but in some cases this was not done promptly and 
notes with this inscription used illegally are considered scarcer than the proper type. 

About half of New Hampshire's 80 National Banks were chartered by 1868. Their second 
charter periods expired by 1908, when the Aldrich-Vreeland Act was passed, so they were 
in their 3rd charter period at the time of 2nd and 3rd series. The only banks that could /V 
have issued 3rd series were those chartered from 1876 to 1882, plus those chartered from 
^1896 to 1902. These plus those chartered from 1869 to 1876 and those chartered from jp 
1889 - 1896 could have Issued Second Charter series 2 notes.
